Rutneey, Ky , sick and hungry, 
Monday, appealed to the Evanr-

V. H. Valeminr, a farmer living 
•near the McLean county town, 
time to the city Sunday at the 
representative of the city and 
saw Mayor Bosse Monday. The 
mayor told him to go back home 
and appeal at once to the neigh 
bonny; town of Oalhoan, then 
try to obtain help among the 
peoble of Rumsev. The mayor 
made it plain that Valentine wai 
to report to him immediately If 
h* found he could not in thii 
manner obtain the deaired relief. 

According to the story Mr. 
Valentine told, Rumsey, which 
Is eighty milea from Evansville, 
has been submerged by the flood- 
ed Green river since Dec. 17. 
The town contains 150 families 
Df from two to five people. Grip 
is prevalent, there having been 
many deaths and one man is said 
to have met bis end Sunday 
when he broke through the ice 
in the flooded district and was 
drowned. The flooded territory 
is said to be from three to five 
miles wide and about eighteen 
miles long.
